In compliance with the General Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the following report relative to the common 
schools of Surry, for the vear ending March 1, 1886, is re- 
-spectfully submitted to the citizens. The sum raised by town 
tax was $471.00, add to this the literary fund of $52.26, to- 
gether with the dog tax of $13.00, we have in all $536.26. 
for school purposes. This was divided the same as in pre- 
vious years. We give also the names of those found on the 
‘Roll of Honor” to encourage them to try again, remember- 
ing that sickness may have prevented others sharing the 
same honor. i 


SPECIAL REPORT. | 


Districr No. 1.—Prudential committee, Mrs. M. 'T. Shaw.. 
The summer and fall terms of this school were under the 
instruction of Miss Emma I. Bingham of Gilsum, the faith-. 
ful and efficient teacher of the previous year. They were 
pleasant, harmonious, and in every respect successful terms.. 
The winter term of seven weeks, was taught by Miss Helen J.. 
Nichols of Gilsum, ® teacher of considerable experience. ‘The 
term being short could not show the progress of the two first 
terms, yet what time there was, seemed to be well improved. 

The effects of good home influence over scholars, were here 
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shown by their punctuality at school and their high rank in 
deportment. ‘The scholars in this district do much to make 
school interesting, by giving to the school room a cheerful, 
homelike appearance. Not an instance of tardiness occurred 
during the three terms according to the register. Length of 
school, summer nine weeks, fall nine weeks, winter seven 
weeks. Wages and board per month, Summer, $20; Fall, 
#21.33: Winter, $24. Niunber of different pupils, 15. Aver- 
age daily attendance, 10.43. Number of visitors, 49. Roll 
of honor, first term Josephine Vincellette, Juanita Shaw, 
Avehie G., Wilder.

* Dxestrice No. 2.—Prudential committee, Mr. George B. 
Gritton. The summer term of eight weeks was taught by 
Mirs..S. W. Britton of Surry. The pupils for the last half 
of ‘the term especially took a high rank in deportment, very 
much better than the first of the term. The fall and winter 
terms.of eight and nine weeks respectively, were taught by 
Miss Mary E. Wright of Keene, an experienced teacher, and 
well qualified for her vocation. She had some difficulty in 
managing some of the scholars, which had a tendency to 
cause some,unpleasantness in school, otherwise the school 
& peared to be successful. The examination in arithmetic and 
geography was thorough and evinced good proficiency in 
these:branches. ‘The closing examination proved interesting 
aud satisfactory to the committee. Length of school, sum- 
mer, eight weeks, fall, eight weeks, winter, nine weeks. 
Wages and board per month, summer term, $28; fall, $30; 
winter, $31. Number of different pupils, 41. Average daily 
aitendance, 24.72. Number of visitors, 77. Roll of honor, 
summer, Amy E. Bolster, Lizzie EK.

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Disrricr No. 3.——Prudential committee, Mr. James 'D: 
Carter. There was only one term of 12 weeks in this dis- 
trict, which was in the care of Mrs. S. W. Britton of Surry. 
There are only 5 pupils belonging to this district, yet we had 
enough to make up 16 in all. It proved to be a very pleas- 
ant term to the teacher, and we trust profitable to all the 
pupils. Only one tardy mark and that was a necessity.

District No. 4.—Prudential committee, Mr. Everett .. 
Wilbur. The school in this district was divided into two 
terms of six weeks each. The summer term was under thé 
management of Mrs. Addie M. Clement of Surry, a teacher 
who has taught here seven terms with good success. ‘The 
scholars were studious and orderly and a good degree of im: 
provement was the result. Miss Effie J. Bates taught the 
winter term. She was an unexperienced teacher and the 
term being short, may explain in part, there being little ad- 
vancement in their studies. The examination did not prove 
as satisfactory as could be desired. We hope our new schoo} 
law may prove beneficial to this school, as there has beer 
barely enough schooling to cover the law. Length of school, 
12 weeks. Wages and board per month, summer, $20. 
Winter, $19.96. Number of different pupils, 20. Average 
daily attendance, 13.8. Number of visitors, 37. Roll of 
honor, summer, Lorin A. Davis. Winter, Lorin A. Davis, 
George E. Britton.

There have been 74 weeks of school in all this year, with 
79 different pupils, and an average daily attendance of 61.95. 
the average wages including board per month. $23.37 1-3 
and the average expense of the current expenses for each en- 
rolled scholar, $6.09. If we wish to make our schools  bet- 
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ter, more must be done for their improvement, and more in- 
terest manifested in them.
